Bolshevism Called a Form of Tyr- 
"anny to Which the World 
~~ Will: Never Submit.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 14.—The estab- 
lishment of: ‘suitable machinery for in- 
dustrial justice, particularly in the basic 
industries, to be followed by a refusal 
to allow the workers in such industries 
te hold a club over the community, was 
suggested in. a speech here tonight by 
Gharles E.: Hughes,’ who addressed the 
world’s Christian Citizenship Conference 
on “‘ The Antidote to Bolshevism.’’ 

Though he dealt at length with social, 
‘political; and legal machinery for carry- 
ing out the spirit of democracy, Mr. 
Hughes made emphatic and plain his 
belief that the first remedy of all was 
the ‘‘ swift and resolute stamping out 
of those who incite to disorder and vio- 
lence; who plot revolution, who seek to 
attain their end by intimidation or 
force.”” For alien emissaries seeking to 
establish Bolshevism or engulf us in 
anarchy there should be no room in this 
country, he said. 

Bolshevism, Mr. Hughes declared, 
knows both the meaning of liberty and 
of democracy, and is opposed to both, 
seeking. to substitute a tyrannical rule 
of. the minority. He called this creed “‘ a 
travesty of. socialism,’’ and said that 
the prophecy of Marx himself had ut- 
terly failed because Marx looked for 
control through a vast proletarian ma- 
jority bred of the economic struggle. 

- The economic order he despised, but 
liberalizing agencies he did not foresee 
resulted in a diffusion of pr osperity he 
had deemed impossible. 

After” showing how Lenin, following 
upon the failure of the realization of 
the prophecies of Marx, had tried to 
force the rule of a very small minority, 
Mr. Hughes said: : : 

‘* Every one who seeks to subject the 


community to class domination is a 
traitor to the Republic. Upon this point 
If 


there is no room for compromise. 
We are to maintain the Republic it must 
be understood that no group can make 
its interests supreme and by the use 
ef its power ‘paralyz: the essential in- 
strumentalities of our national life.’’ 
Addressing himself to the remedy: the 
speaker said a practical problem present- 
ed itself to each country and he would 
attempt to prescribe for no other na- 
tion. Here in America there would be 
one gure, if paradoxical, cure. Theat 


would lie in actually giving to that 
minority control of the nation. ‘‘ We 
should ‘riot long endure such tyranny 
and there would be swift reaction with 
rescue of the nation from the clutches 
of the few.’ Similarly, Mr. Hughes 
predicted the present throwing off of 
the yoke by Russia, but declared that 
in this country ‘‘ we do not propose to 
go through such a quarter of an hour’ 
and we ”‘ propose to escape such an in- 
tervening disaster,’’ though confident of 
the outcome, as even the temporary or 
‘partial success of’ these apostles of class 
ae J w Cer 
Ha es’s discourse turned’ to the 
Be ee industrial disputes and he 
took up first the possibility of railroad 
strikes, ‘saying: ‘‘ Against such a calam- 
ity, against -the- sacrifice of the essential 
interest of the community, against every 
effort to force concession by threaten- 
ing the community with cold and hun- 
ger. and paralysis of enterprise, the 
community should have sure protection. 
There should be prompt and fair pro- 
vision to this end.’’ 
Pointing out that the Thirteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution was en- 
aeted to prevent forever any form of 
bondage, Mr. Hughes said the right thus 
secured was an individual right, and

‘Our institutions of freedoni do not 
render us impotent to protect ourselves 
against the domination of any combina- 
tion or any concert threatening to de- 
atroy communities by interrupting their 
facilities’ of communication or, by stop- 
: their necessary supplies. Organized 
power of capital or labor cannot be per- 
mitted: to work its own will to the injury 
of, ithe public. 
“We ‘n a permanent. solution of 
these problems. War legislation is not 
ent and war remedtfes merely at- 
test a need which may survive them. 
The industrial situation in its relation 
to our basic industries, no less than in 
the case of transportation, needs com- 
prehensive treatment. If in ‘these vital 
matters, concerted action to obtain re- 
dress of grievances is to be placed under 
limitations in order to protect the pub- 
lic, then the public must perform its 
duty through its appropriate organs in 
making adequate provision for the 
peaceful ‘and fair settlement of in- 
Fustrial disputes through agencies fairly 
representing all concerned in such dis- 
utes. .In ordinary civic relations, we 
ave substituted courts and the proc- 


esses of justice for the strong arm and. 


vigilance committee. 

e time is at hand when we must 
furnish suitable machinery for industrial 
justice, at least so far as those vital 
enterprises are concerned upon which 
our life depends. It should not”“be im- 
possible to do this if we are-sincere in

Committee Thinks Fair List © 
Is Impracticable. 





FINDS. NO PROFITEERING 





Extravagance, Interrupted Output, 
» and High Costs Are Blamed. 
for Conditions. 





The spirit of extravagance pervading 
the American buying public was blamed 
forthe high cost of living by Michael 
Friedsam, President of B. Altman & 
Co. and Chairman of the Fair Price 
Committee’s subcommittee on clothing 
and shoes,.in a statement read hy him 
at.a conference between members of his 
committee and United States District 
Attorney Francis G. Caffey at the Wal- 
dorf yesterday. Mr. Friedsam added 
that high labor costs, subnormal trans- 
portation facilities, the constant inter- 
ruption of production because of indus- 
trial disputes, and ‘‘a certain relaxa- 
tion in the world at large" were con- 
tributing factors. 

The meeting was called by Federal 
Food Administrator Arthur Williams at, 
a request from. United States Attorney 
General A. Mitchell Palmer. The Gov- 
ernment, according to Mr. Williams, is 
seeking to ascertain just what isa fair 
price for clothing and shoes for action 
against profiteers in these. commodities 
under the amendment to the Lever act: 

Mr. Friedsam acted as Chairman: of 
the meeting, and as soon as the con- 
ference was called to order he read the 
following statement: 

** For the past few months, the com- 
mittee has been paxeteny investigating 
the subject of .the ‘sel ing prices 
clothing and shoes. As have stated 
on another occasion, ae, could most 
properly summarize the results of our 
Te iegg: with the statement that- we 
have found no evidence of profiteering. 
Quite to the contrary, in the course of 
our studies, we discovered that many 
clothing manufacturers, on account, of 
unprecedented .conditions—instead of 
making a@ profit—were actually sustain- 
ing a loss. 

rf There is every prospect, as we “have 
mentioned in a previous report, that 
shoes will be still higher in price. This 
is quite natural, and resuits from a 
combination of uncontrollable circum- 
stances. Retail shoe dealers are selling 
shoes today at prices below replace- 
ment cost, and the retail clothing deal- 
er has not even made a normal profit. 


Foresces Lack of Goods. 


“The paramount question, in my 
opinion, during the coming season, will 
not be one of price, but rather the diffi- 
culty of obtaining sufficient clothing 
and shoes for the public. Our greatest 
effort should be dedicated to the pur- 
pose of holding prices where they are 
at present, for I fear that conditions 
tend toward a natural advance. 

‘“‘It is manifestly unfair to the public 
to indulge in prophesies to the effect 
that ‘prices are going to be reduced,’ 
without first having made a thorough 
study of present industrial conditions, 
and all matters relating thereto. High 
labor costs, subnorma! transportation 
facilities, the frequency of industria! dis- 
putes, and the consequent - interruption 
of production because of this, and 1 cer- 
tain relaxation in the world, at large, 
cannot logically result in any changed 
condition, in respect to prices, for a con- 
siderable time to come. Profitecring, 
if and when -discovered, should be un- 
mercifully dealt with, but the pnbiic, 
in all justice, should not be fed on false 
hopes or promises. To do this «nly 
breeds discontent, and promotes a con- 
dition which is inimical to our Iinstitu- 
tions. 

‘‘ Another factor which must be reck- 
oned with is the spirit of extravagance 
which seems to be pervading the busing 
public. This was a natural outgrowt 
of the war and the sudden acquisition 
of large buying power by many who 
were previously accustomed to handling 
only small incomes, or no incomes at all. 

‘In view of the general unstable 
conditions of industry and the relative 
slowness with which the ordinary chan- 
nels of world-trade are resuming their 
normal functions, I believe that any at- 
tempt to formulate o price list for 
clothing and shoes is not only imprac- 
ticable, but entirely impossible. This 
committee apprectates the fact that i 
is, of course, possible for constituted au- 
thority to arbitrarily fix a price for:-a 
given article, but-such arbitrary price- 
fixing with regard to clothing or 
shoes, at this time, and in view of the 
conditions which we all know exist, in 
these as well as other industries, could 
restit only in fluctuation of actual value 
of materials in these goods to meet such 
a fixed price. In other words, the qual- 
ity of the materials in clothing or shoes 
would necessarily be reduced if the price 
was immovable. Obviously, no one can 
hope to purchage a real diamond at the 
price of an imitation. 


Urges More Production. 


‘‘The element of competition is, hap- 
pily, always keen, and the consuming 
public has learned, in these recent days, 
to regard the advertisements appearing 
in the daily press as their most valu- 
able barometer of trade conditions and 
fair prices. 

“The crying need everywhere is pro- 
duction and more production. The so- 
lution of our question will not come 
from debate or proclamation. It will. 
be solved by a combination. of just. two 
things—work and thrift. Work, sincere 
and earnest, on the part of every single 
one of us, whatever -our station, and 
thrift on the part of. the whole public: 
Unless wé can check the wave of reck- 
less extravagance which seems to poss 
sess a greasy part of the public I: am 
afraid that efforts on the part of such 
committees as.-this will be futile. In 
these two factors lies the solution.’’
